mother had died — of

For two days nurses had 
watches over the mother, 


Mrs. Mary Boecagsini, in 
Philadelphia General ‘Hospital. The 
moment she died they sent for n 
doctor who performed aon operation, 
and the baby—a girl welghing 41b, 
—was born, 

The child had a temperatire of 
109, her mother’s temperature at the 
time of death, but within two hours 
this had been reduced by five degrees. 

She Iles in an oxygen tent and 
is fed with a solution of sugar and 
salt water. 

Mr, Boccassini, who works Ina 
sugar mill, had stood beside his wife's 
bed while a priest administered the 
Last Sacrament. His first wife died 
under a Caesarean operation, but 
when he was told that nothing would 
be done while Mary was alive he 
consented to the effort being made 
to bring his baby into the world. 

“IT want the baby to live. We had 
planned so long for it,” he said, 
“We bought so many nice clothes, 
But the doctors will have to epre for 
her because T have to go out td 
work,”

Later, however, when he was told 
of the successful operation, he said: 
“I'm glad they have: saved’ the little 
bambino's life, I'lt do what I can ta 
provide for her, but it isn’t much. I 
hive two children already:"

Birth Recalled - 


The case of Mrs. Boccassini is of 

rewt Interest to the medical profes- 
sion, 
Authorities state that) an unborn 
child cun live from five to 20 minutes 
after the death of its mother, The 
length of time depends on the sud- 
denness of the mother's death and 
the state. of her health. 

The child lives longer if the mother 
dies of npolexy, an accident, or.a fit, 
but not so long If death 1s prolonged, 
a3 in‘ tuberculosis, the .mother using 
up the child's oxygen. The child 
will die first if the mother’s death Is 
prolonged, 

TWO INTERESTING CASES 

There are other instances of 
children having been delivered 
post mortem. The two most interes~ 
Ung having occurred in recent years, 
One was in London and one at 
Kingston, Jamaica, 

In the Jamatecan case the mother, 
64 -meonths - pregnant, -died © of 
eclampsia (a conyulsion arising ‘in 
rare cases in the late stages of 
pregnancy), The child was deliver- 
ed within ten minutes by turning. 

The London case occurred eight or 
nint years ago In Stoke Newington. 
A woman was knocked down right 
outside a doctor's surgery by a lorry 
and killed. The doctor had the body 
taken into his consulting room and 
Immediately performed a Caesarian 
section, and delivered a living child. 

‘Before 1025 the legal status of © 
ehild born post mortem was come 
plicated. Under the laws of tenure 
it was necessary for a child to be 
born alive before the death of its 
mother if it was to Inherit, Since 
the law of “tenure by courtesy” was 
abolished tn 1925 by the Administra- 
tion of Estates Act the question does 
not arise,

ANTAGONISING 
ALL NATIONS 


Some years ago, a student of 
Japanese affairs declared that 
Japan wants war. He 
“The Stas are the real power, 
and the time: will coma when 
they that. power 
openly. Japan will then march 
on China, not as an Army, but 
as oa uation.” This forecast 
may be taken as fulfilled so far 
as the assumption of power by 
the military is concerned, and 
the nation is reported to have 
been keyed up to a pitch of 
enthustasn) in whieh it regards 
expansion as a mission that is 
divine. No limit, it seems, is 
placed on that expansion, for it 
has been .put forward as a 
Japanese axiom that there is no 
natural territory, any more than 
there is a natural. size of an 
estate; the ability to govern 
decides the frontiers of a coun- 
try. This may have seemed, a 
few yeirs ago, an exaggerated 
statement of Japanese ambi- 
tions, but present-day happen- 
ings would appear to justify the 
estimate.. There is, none the 
less, an element in Japan which 
would prefer that common-sense 
should prevail over military 
monomania. Unhappily, that 
element cannot be vocal and 
does not exercise any’ real in- 
fluence over the nation's policies. 
The time may “well come, how- 
ever, when the morale of the 
people may be shaken by the 
mad adventures of the mili- 
tarists; it may then dawn even 
on some who are now in the 
grip of war fever that the flout- 
ing of international law does not 
pay in the long run. The strong 
British comment which has been 
a feature of recent editorials 
in the London press is indicative 
of the view which is being taken 
in responsible . quarters of the 
recklessness of Japan's actions 
in the Far Hast. By one fell 
stroke, Japan is wiping out the 
prospects of better relations 
with those nations of the West 
which have been unduly tolerant 
in the past but which have hoped 
that, with the tearing of Man- 
churia from China, her appetite 
would be appeased. As one 
journal points out, it is not only 
China’s sovereignty which is 
being violated in Shanghai, but 
British and other foreign in- 
terests are inevitably suffering 
na n direct consequence of’ the 
Japancse invasion. These things 
cannot pass unheeded. There

HE old kings of France,

another, killing the liberties of 
the people, and preventing them 
from developing an orderly 
national life. 

They, made the French Revo- 
lution which shook the world but 
did not bring France out of the 
financial chaos in which it had 
learned to live. 

The old kings debased the 
coinage.

For the last hundred — years 
France’s public expenditure has 
been going up, but her income 
has not kept pace with it.

Something had to be done. 
Like Jacks-in-the-box, Radical 
Governments came and went 
between 1924 and 1926, turned 
out, some said, by the -mighty 
power of the Bank of France, 
whom they refused to obey. 
Who could save ‘the franc— 
that is to say France? 
To the bedside was called 
war-lime President — of 
the Republic Raymond Poincare, 
whose professional capacity had 
not been enhanced by his inspira- 
tion of the Ruhr adventure. 
Yut 10,000,000 Frenchmen 
couldn't see anybody better. 
Poincare started to put the 
patient on a rigid diet; all France 
felt his heavy hand, and finally 
he balanced the Budget. after a 
fashion. 


For a time France was sitting , 


on top of the world. ven in 
1931, while the rest of the world 
wallowed in the slump, France 
was sitting pretty. 

But the plague of the world 
erisis could not leavesFrance un- 
touched. Through the 1930's 
uhe went rocking from crisis to 
crisis, ; 

HEN France's first 

Socialist Prime Minis- 

ter, willowy, aesthetic Leon 

Blum, took office just over a year 

ago, the French purse was ina 
bad way. 

But he went on spending, and 
many of the reforms he under- 
took were long overdue. How- 
ever, they cost money, and when 
he quit French finances were 
near collapse. 

Then in steps Georges Bonnet, 
new bank manager of France, 


snorts: “No more overdrafts, 
the economy axe must be wield- 
ed, we must? live, within our 
income, and new and heavy taxes 
must be paid.” 

That is a brief story: of the 
franc, 

OW does it happen that 

the French, so. thrifty 
in. their individual lives, are so 
careless about their national 
purse? Ax Tsay, they have a 
leyaey of disorderly government 
lasting from the old kings of 
France. 

Also in France many blamed 
the Bank of France. They saw 
it as a sinister institution, 
though others regarded it as the 
model of righteousness, 

The real rulers of | France, 
some said, were’ the — directors 
whom the French call the Re- 
yents-of the Bank of France, 
fifteen of them elected by the 
General Council of shareholders 
—the famous “200 Families of 
France,” so called because they 
ure represented on the Council. 
Though there are 40,000 actual 
sharcholders of the bank, only 
the 200 larfest have a voice. 

The Act of 1803, signed by 
Napoleon, ruled that five of the 
fifteen Regents must be con- 
nected with commerce or indus- 
try, and three from the Trea- 
sury. Since the lawyers forgot 
to mention the other seven, the 
bankers took six of them. ° 

From then a real hereditary’ 
aristocracy of banking began. 
Fathers did their best to pass on 
their seats to their, sons, and 
suceceded, 

The’ Rothschilds—yes, . they 
are in France, too—had a seat 
gince 1855; the Mallet family 
since 1800—-one of their ances- 
tors was on the first Council of 
Regents set up by Bonaparte in 
1800. os ae 

La Belle France, in the last 
130 years has seen three revolu- 
tions and changed its political 
system five times. But’ the 


families of the Regents of the 
Bank of France kept in_ the 
saddle until 1936, when Blum’s 
Popular Front Government made 
the bank a Government organi- 
sation, gave all shareholders an 
equal voice with the ‘200 
Families” and robbed the Re- 
genta of their power. 

Until then five of the Regents 
representing five banks were of 
Swiss origin. Said Napoleon, 
who welcomed foreigners, 
“France lacks men who know 
what a bank is; this is a race 
of men whom we ‘must create.” 

When the Regent bankers and 
industrialists used to meet jn 
council there was not an inch of 
evonomie territory in France that 
they did not control, - 

HAT irked the critics of 

the’ Bank of France 

before Blum tackled it was a 

rule in the appointment of the 

governor, whose signature was 

necessary before any important 
decision could be made. 

Now, Napoleon's Act said that 
“before assuming his duties the 
sovernor must prove — that he 
holds 100 shares in the bank.” 
In Napolcon’s day a Bank of 
France share was worth 1,000 
francs, but now is worth 10,000 
frances, and what Treasury 
official, acidly asked the critics, 
had at his disposal a million 
franes. (£13,500) ? , 

“So what happened under the 
old system?) The Regents sold 
the shares on eredit to — their 
Cuture-controller. And, said the 
crities, it was not good that the 
governor should become ti debtor 
of the Regents, 

They argued — that if oa 
yovernor, in a dispute between 
the Government and the Re- 
gents, sided with the Govern- 
ment, he might — find ~ himself 
faced with a claim - for debt 
which he could not pay.

Bank of France could 
break any Premier it didn’t like 
by withholding credits from the 
Treasury.

More+} 
ever, he resents being: considered a 
sort of diletttante daredevil. Acro- 
nautics is his deld and test-ediving, the 
most dangerous of all professions, is 
his speelalty.’ 

Taylor is a sturdy, good humoured 
man with brown hair, a face turned 
ruddy-brown by wind and weather 
and mild, alert blue eyes, In 1917 
he left Princeton University to enter 
naval aviation. For a number of 
years after the war he remained in 
the navy, attached to the staff of 
Bureau of Acronnutics in Washington 
as a Yost pilot, _ oy 

Ever since that | time, when he; 
helped the Navy develop the cata-; 
Baulting of planes from battleships, 
Taylor has been ‘testing and experl- 
mnenting—serlously and dangerously. 
The only thing that at times-disturbs 
him fs that his wife and alx children4 
might worry, especially after the 
death of the famous North American 
test pilot Jimmy Collins, which oc- 
curred shortly after his writing on 
article in the newspapers anying that 
he might Ilve to be a hundred. or be 
killed at any time, 

“Many people think that I'm a 
fool,” Taylor said after one of these 
test dives. “But I'm not. I have 
figured out the things that might 
happen and what to do if. they 
happen. After all there are many 
test pilots working every day in this 
country and you only. hear of one 


who got killed, that is Collins, If 
you know what you're doing and are 
in first-rate physical condition, you're 
all right.” 

To keep in trim, Taylor said, he 
keeps up in all sports, particularly ice 
hockey, The most important thing in 
a test pilot's training regime, he ex- 
plained, is to keep the stomach In 
excellent ‘condition. “And omy 
stomach is pretty strony,” he added, 

Taylor maintains that in a closed 
cockpit such as is used in test dives 
there Js no sensation-at all until the 
pull-out. “I wore no belt the other 
day and didn't have any sensation. 
You haye no fecling of specd, and you 
don't hear any noise—that's all some= 
where behind you. 

“The pull-out is the only thing you 
feel, and then you're so busy trying 
to read all the things that they want 
you to read and that you have to try 
to write down the minute you Tand,* 
that you don’t have any time to thinks 
nbout: it.” 

Getting ‘the information from the 
instruments, Taylor emiphasized, Is 
the reat job. “They are experiment- 
ing now with a camera in a mount 
behind your head, but since every 
shlp is different there would have to 
be_a different mount cach time.” 

Taylor modestly estimates he. lins 
flown.and tested some 500 differant 
types, of planes In his thousands of 
hours aloft. His explanation for the 
numerous: alr crashes . that have 
occurred In thls country in the Inst 
few years Is that commercial pilots 
become too used to the route and 
tnke their work as mere routine.

Ina group of 36 families studied 
there were 119 “lepers although 
instances of conjugal infection were 
astonishingly few. 

It was inferred that the occurrence 
of leprosy to an unusual extent in 
blood relations Is duc in part to in- 
heritance in the family of a low de- 
grec of resistance. Husband and 
wife, being.unrelated by blood, may 
not share the same predisposing 
hercdity, 

The fact that the occurrence of 
leprosy in males Js twice that) in 
females In widely separated coun- 
tries and among people of widely 
vuried habits indicates that females 
are inherently less suséeptible to the 
disease. The wide existence of the 
disproportion apparently — climinates 
the explanation that the female docs 
not owe «greater immunity | to 
accidents and environment or to 
lesser exposure to contagion. . 

Leprosy Is a contuglous disease and 
contact with lepers is necessary for- 
the propugation: of the disease, but 
there Ix sufficient evidence to infer 
that because of inherited characteris- 
tics certain races and family groups 
are more prone to acqulre the disease 
when exposed to contagion. 

The disappearance of , leprosy in 
Euro where it was once quite

The number of persons killed and 
injured ‘on the ronds In Great Britain 
was very high, and was'a matter of 
grave concern,. The police were 
tending{ more und more to rely ‘on 
the giving of warning or odvice thin 
on prosecution, und a large-scale 
experiment was about to be’ made, 
at the cost of the Government In two 
selected areas with a view to seeing 
to what extent these newer methods 
were Hkely to prove stccessful. The 
details were being worked out and 
would .be announced os soon as 
possible, but he would emphnsize 
that to a large extent the remedy 
Inay with the individual user of the 
road. : 

He was at present engaged with 
the Prison Commissioners on‘'a ¢om- 
prehensive review of the whole ficld 
of prison administration with the

OF THE 
NEUROTIC 


DR. ADLER’S. 
LECTURE | 


Dr. Alexandra Adler, daughter of 
the late Professor Adler, lecturing on 
“The health of the mind’ at the City 
of London Vacation Course at Bed- 
ford College, uttered a warning 
against the Inbelling of people as 
neuratie, The border-line, she said, 
. could bo drawn if they considered how 
the person reacted to his mistakes. 
The failure would use his mistakes 
avs an excuse for hot attacking his 
problem again and as a safeguard 
for his fulure., That person suffered 
from neurosis. 


“epThe warning js not to mix up 
mistakes and diMcultics with a real 
unhealthiness,” she continued: “Bash- 
{uiness In a child is a sign that he 
could not stand the idea of failure.” 


Lack of soclal interest played a big 
part in all kind of unhealthy develop- 
ment. Teachers, by a knowledge of 
the traces af wrong development, 
could enable children to develop in 
the right way so that they could enjoy 
thele health of mind. 


. Referring to environment, Dr. 
Adler sald that families of the second 
generation of emigrants were fre- 
quently in danger of developing the 
wrong way. They found themselves 
in a strange environment, at a differ- 
ent culture level, and possibly found 
i lack of socio! contact. Criminals 
were not always hated children. 


THE IDEAL OF FREEDOM 


Mr. Wickham Steed, spealcing on 
international politics, said that this 
island had developed a system of in- 
sdividual freedom) and — individual 
responsibility upon which they had 
founded the States which formed the 
Eritish Commonwealth of» Nations. 
How could they expect those States to 
help if Britain got into a row in 
Europe about some little material 
advantage?) “For instance, wilk it be 
to prevent a German gun from being 
placed in the neighodaurhood of Calai3, 
from where it can bombard the 
suburbs of London?” he asked. 


He could not see a thrill of sclf- 
sacrificing devotion going through the 
whole British world, but he could ste 
auch a thrill when there was the 
Ideal of freedom if the British Gove 
ernment sald to those whom it might 
concern: “Be careful. Do not sup~ 
press, do not attack ony peoples in 
Furope where the system of f{recdom 
Is being developed, where individuat 
right and the sancfity of the human 
personality are being upheld.” 


“If that were sald,-and to-day, 
fortunately, we are in a position to 
say it with some emphasis, and the 
world knew we meant it, the whole 
International situation would take on 
a different complexion In o week and 
people would no longer talk of war. It 
is we who have to say it, and we have 
to let our forcign policy be guided by 
domestic ideals which our fathers 
died for and taught us to revere. 1 
say tet us all think what, in the last 
resort, we should be prepared to fight 
and die for; then, through our free 
institutions, make the Government do 
what it ought.”

Over 700 more refugees arrived from Shanghai this morn- 
ing by two Blue Funnel -boats, the Maron and the Patroclus. The 
former ship carried the first large batch of evacuating _men, 
while practically all the passengers on board the Patroclus were 
women and and children. A notable exception was Mr. M. J. Solo- 
mon, a well known. Shanghai resident. ° Mr. Solomon is a cripple 
and was removed straight from the wharf to the Kowloon Hos- 
pital in an-ambulance. Me : 


Both ships had docked early and in the case of the Patroclus 
practically ull the passengers had been disembarked by 10.15 
a.m. According to her skipper, Captain W. McLure, the voyage 
was a calm one but the Ship saw some action before she left 
Shanghai. While anchored in the - Astrea Channel, Chinese 
snipers were busy on shore, and firing was heard and seen by 
the passengers, Japanese gunboats cruised alongside more than 
once, but these were in the nature of scouts more than any- 
thing and did not retaliate to the shots from land,

The bixgest Jump in the number 
of cholera gs since the epidemic 
commenced towards the end of July. 
s recorded last week, when 369 
cases, with 162 deaths, was reported 
to the authorities, representing an in- 
crease of 164 cases und 49 deaths on 
the previous seven days’ figures. 


FEELING OF RELIEF 


The large majority of the passen- 
fers of the Patroclus were British 
ladies, including Parsees os well as 
Russians and Chinese married to 
Britons. One of the few remaining 


pussengers on board told-a Telegraph 
representative that although their 
evacuation was accomplished calmly 
and there Was no visible: flurry, a 
tense atmosphere prevalled, as rum- 
ours were aflont that the Japanese 
contemplated an extensive uerlal and 
sea bombardment of Shanghai, and 
there was a geneml feeling of relief 
when the-ship put out to sea.

A London ‘Post Mortem 
Birth Recalled 


The case of Mrs. Boccassinl {s of 
dreat Interest to the medical prafes- 
sion, , 

Authorities rtate that an unborn 
child can live from five to 20 minutes 
after the death of its mother. The 
length of tlme depends on the sud- 
denness of the mother’s death and 
the state of her health, 

The child lives longer if the mother 
dies of apolexy, an necident, or a fit, 
but not so long if death 1s prolonged, 
as in tuberculosis, the mother using 
up the child's oxygen, The child 
will die first’ If the mother's death ts 
prolonged. 

TWO INTERESTING CASES 


There are other Instances of 
children having been delivered 
post mertem, The two most Interes- 
ting having occurred In recent years, 
One was In London and one at! 
Kingston, Jamaica, 

In the Jamaican case the mother, 
8l% imonths pregnant, of 
eclampsia (a convulsion’ arising in 
rare cases in’ the late stages ‘of 
pregnancy). The child. was deliver- 
ed within ten minutes by turning, 

The London case occurred elght or 
nine years ago In Stoke Newlngton. 
A woman was ‘knocked down right 
outside a doctor's surgery by a lorry 
and killed, The doctor had the body. 
taken into his consulting. room and 
Immediately performed a Caesarlan 
section,.and delivered a Uving child: 

Before 1925 the legal status of a 
child born post mortem was com- 
piteated, Under the laws of tenure 
it was necessary for a child to be 
born alive before the death of ‘Ito 
mother if it was to Inherit. Since 
the law of “tenure by courtesy” was 
abolished In 1925 by the Admin{stra-

Some years ago, a student of 
Japanese affairs declared that 
Japan wants war. He added:

There is, none the 
less, an elément in Japan which 
would prefer that common-sense 
should prevail over military 
monomania, Unhappily, that 
clement cannol be vocal and 
does not exercise any real in- 
fluence over the nation’s policies. 
The time may well come, how- 
ever, when the morale of the 
people may be shaken by the 
mad adventures of the mili- 
tarists; it may then dawn even 
on some who are now in the 
grip of war fever that the flout- 
ing of international law docs: not 
pay in the long run. The strong 
British comment which has been 
n feature of recent editorials 
in the London press is indicative 
of the view which is being taken 
in responsible quarters of the 
recklessness of Japan’s actions 
in the Far East. By one fell 
stroke, Japan is’ wiping out the 
prospects of better relations 
with those nations of the West 
which have been unduly tolerant 
in the past but which have hoped 
that, with the tearing of Man- 
churia from China, her appetite 
would .be appeased. As one 
journal points out, it is not only 
China's sovereignty which is 
being violated in Shanghai, but 
British and other foreign: in- 
terests are inevitably suffering 
as a dircet consequence of the 
Japanese invasion. These things 
cannot pass unheeded. There

But only sick financially, for 
France is still one of the world’s 
richest countries, though a bad 
manager of her’ money.

ran the business by plunging 
their country into one war after 
another, killing the liberties of 
the people, and preventing them 
from developing an. orderly 
national life. ( 

They made the French Revo- 


ution which shook the world but: 


did not bring France out of the 
financial chaos in which it, had 
learned to live. 

Tho old kings debaged the 
coinage. The Third Republic, 
formed in 1870 after the col- 
lapse of the Second Empire, has 
lived on overdrafts, , like ~ the 
foolish young man who hopes to 
come into money some day. 

For the last hundred years 
France's public expenditure has 
been going up, but her income 
has not kept pace with it. 

So any morning now you can 
read of a financial crisis in 
France, and the franc gets into 
more difficultica than the most 
mischievous boy. 

Now this is the story of 
the franc: . 

Into the greatest war 

in history marched France with

ed to France that out of Ger- 
many she was going to™ get 
nothing like as much in repara- 
tiona as she thought in 1919. 

On top of that, the two kind 
uncles, Britain and America, also 
ceased dipping in their pockets 
to help out France. So the 
Budget remained unbalanced. 

Something had to be done. 
Like Jacks-in-the-box, Radical 
Governments came and went 
between 1924 and 1926, turned 
out, some said, by the mighty 
power of the Bank of France, 
whom they refused to obey. 

Who could save the franc— 
that is to say France? 


T° the bedside was called 
war-time President of 
the Republic Raymond Poincare, 
whose professional eapnaeity had 
not been enhanced by his inspira- 
tion of the Ruhr adventure. 
But 40,000,000 Frenchmen 
couldn’t see anybody better. 

Poincare started to, put the 
patient on a rigid diet; all France 
felt his heavy hand, and finally 
he balanced the Budget, after a 
fashion. ‘ 

For a time France was sitting 
on top of the world. Even in 
1931, while the rest of the world 
wallowed in the slump, France 
was sitting pretty. 

But the plague of the world 
erisis could not leave France un- 
teuched- Through the 1930's 
she went rocking from crisis to 
crisis. . 

WIEN France’s first 

Socialist Prime Minis- 

ter, willowy, anesthetic Leon 

Blum, took office just over a year 

ago, the French purse was in a 
bad way. * 

But he went on spending, and 
many of the reforms he under- 
took were, long overdue. How- 


ever, they cost money, and when” 


he quit French . finances were 
near collapse. o 
Then in steps Georges Bonnet, 


new bank manager of France, 


snorts: “No more overdrafts, 
the economy axe must.be wield- 
ed, we must live within our 
income, and new.and heavy taxes 
must be paid.” 

That is a brief story of the 
franc.,. 


How does it happen that 
the French, so thrifty 
in their individual lives, are so 
careless about their national 
purse? As I say, they have a 
legacy of disorderly government 
lasting from the old kings of 
France, : 

Also in France many blamed 
the Bank of France. ‘They saw 
jt as a_ sinister institution, 
though others regarded it as the’ 
model of righteousness, 

The real rulers of France, 
some said, were the directors 
whom the French tall the Re- 
vents of the Bank of France, 
fifteen of them elected by the, 
General Council of sharcholders 
—the famous “200 Families of 
France,” go called because they 
are represented on the ‘Council. 
Though there are 40,000 actual 
sharcholders of the bank, only 
the 200 largest have a voice. 

The Act of 1803, signed by 
Napoleon, ruled that five of the 
fifteen Regents must be con- 
nected with commerce or indus- 
try, and three from the Trea- 
sury. Since the lawyers forgot 
to mention the other seven, the 
bankers. took six of them. 

From then a real hereditary 
aristocracy of banking began. 
Fathers did their best to pass on 
their seats to their sons, -and 
succeeded, : 

The Rothschilds—yes, they 
are in France, too—had a seat 
since 1855; the Mallet family 
since 1800—one of their ances- 
tors was on the first Council of 
Regents set up by Bonaparte in 
WOO re : 


La Belle France, in the last 


130 years has scen three revolu- 
tiong and changed its_political 
system five times. But the

families of the Regents of the 
Bank of France kept in the 
saddle until 1986, when Blum’s 
Popular Front Government made 
the bank a Government organi- 
sation, gave all shareholders an 
equal voice with the “200 
Fanilies” and robbed the Re- 
gents of their power. 

Until then five of the Regents 


representing five banks were of. . 


Swiss origin. Said Napoleon, 
who welcomed foreigners, 
“France Jacks men who - know 
what a bank is; this -is a race 
of men whom we must create.” 

When the Regent bankers and 
industrialists used to meet in” 
council there was not an inch of 
economic territory in France that 
they did not control. 


HAT irked the critics of 

the Bank of « France 
before Blum tackled it was' ao 
rule in the appointment of the 
governor, whose signature was 
necessary before any important 
decision could be made. : 

Now, Napoleon’s Act said that 
“before assuming his duties the 
governor must prove that he 
holds 100 shares in the bank.” 
In Napoleon’s day a Bank of 
France share was worth (1,000 
francs, but now is worth 10,000 
francs, and what — Treasury 
official, acidly asked the critics, 
had at his disposal a million . 
francs. (£13,500) ? 

So what happened under the 
old system? The Regents sold 
the shares on credit to their 
future controller. And, said the 
critics, it was not good that the 
governor should become a debtor 
of the Regents. 

They .argued that if a 
governor, in a dispute between 
the Government and the Re- 
gents, sided with the Govern- 
ment, he might find himself 
faced with a claim . for’ debt 
which he could not pay. 


AND it was true that the 
Bank of France could 
break any Premier it didn’t like 
by withholding credits from the 
Treasury. To mention one, the 
bank created a panic whiclr 
overthrew tall, Anglophil Pierre 
Etienne Flandin when he refus- 
ed to obey ther. 
"Well, Blum has slightly clipped . 
the wings of the Bank of France, 
but that does not make the new 
taxes any easier to bear. 
France is in for a period of 
belt-tightening such as she has 
never known.

Luck enters into the fnnnces of 
boxing, as much as it does into that 
of any gambling card game. Farr’: 
£3,500 purse was for no champlon- 
ship. Nearly a year ago, a Lundon 
boxer, Dave Crowley, toole part in 
a contest that was regarded by the 
New York State Athletle Commission 
as for the featherwelght champlon- 
ship of the world. ‘Crowley’s purse 
was £200, 

Crowley is probably a more In- 
teresting boxer to watch with the 
expert eye than js Barr. But no 
mere Q-stone’ fighter expects to 
draw .a heavywelght's purse. The 
expert may enjoy the science and 
speed of a Jackic Brown, but the 
public pays to see big men. All the 
great purses in the history of glove 
fighting have been shared by heavy- 
weights. 

Jack Dempsey mode more moncy 
In the ring than any other two 
fighters. He was boxing from 1915 
until 1927. He had 74 professional 
contests and drew £600,000 in purse 
moneys in that time. 

Like Tommy Farr, Dempsey had 
to climb the hill before he reached 

_the top.. He told. me. Jast yeur that 
his frat purse was worth about ten 
shillings. In his second meeting 

* with Gene Tunney, there were over 
155,000 paid admissions, and the gate 
recelpts were £531,733 and Demp- 
gsey's share was more ‘than half a 
million dollars, 


Tommy Farr, wham Britons hope 


For that one contest, Tunney re- 
ceived twice.as much us Dempscy, 
but his gross earnings throughout 
his carcer were small compared with 
Dempsey's. Dempsey held his title 
from July 4, 10919, until September 
23, 1926, fighting nine times for the 
title, © Tunney held the title from 
September 23, 1926, until-July 26, 
1928, when he fought his last con- 
test. He foupht but three times for 
the title.

not possible to parallel 
fyures" among other 
heavyweights. Tunney defended his 
title, for instance, ogalnst Tom 
Heeney (who, by the way, had 
James Braddock as a sparring part-

Jack Sharkey, the figure was £939,- 
pes 

Among boxers of lower weights, 
the fgures—lurge enough, perhaps, 
to make the most highly-pald 
journalist, for instance, slightly en- 
vious—nre, regarded by henvy- 
weights as trifling. The’ Tight- 
heavyweight class is supposed to be 
unpopular, but produces a record 
second to the henvywelghts.

£90,529 when Benny Leonard_re- 
tained his title by outpointing Lew 
Tendler. Leonard was an excep- 
tionally worthy champion, with a 
remarkable following, while Tendler, 
also extremely popular, was con- 
sidered Hkely to dethrone him on the 
strength of his showing In a no-de- 
cision contest with Leonard.

Hates of over £20,000. Six of these

The fight between 
Braddock and Louls did not bring 
back the million-doHar gate. 
There are to-day no promoters of 
the calibre of the Inte Tex Rickard, 
for whom Dempsey drew over ten 
million dollars.

He himself drew more than £150,- 
000 in that year in two contests. 

When there. is a Dempsey about, 
it is Hkely that the cnrnings of 
boxers in the lighter welghts rise. 
Boxing ts popular and the public Is 
more willing to see cven bad fijhts. 
When there is a drab, colourless 
champion Iike Braddock, interest in- 
evilably flags. \ 

Jack Petersen revived British box- 
Ing down to the fiywelghts by his 
spectacular methods and successes, 
But this Tommy Farr, it seems, 
can succeed where Petersen {nils. 
He may lack the colour of Petersen, 
but he can do what Petersen never 
could—put Walter Neusel on- the 
mat for a count of ten. His victory 
will mean much to the stars in the 
lighter welghts. 

We now, evidently, have o cham- 
plon who can be, without shame, 
mentioned among the Schmelings, 
the Braddocks and the Loulses. Un- 
til recently we were forced to regard 
Farr as a stolid, honest fightor, but 
to be truthful—drab. Now we 
know better. We were so_ often 
promised a “new Phil Scott,” n “new 
Jack . Petersen,” a “new Len Har- 
vey,” a “new Ben Foord.” The new 
Tommy Farr his appeared round the 
corner without preiiminary herald- 
jng.

They vanished for a few minutes, and 
fifteen minutes later they had turned 
and headed In the direction from 
whieh they came. 

The “all clear” signal was sounded
